Second, a drawing of num bers from 
1 to 1,000 to determ ine the order in­ 
side each group of 1,000. 
One group 
of num bers from 1 to 1,000 and a sec­ 
ond from 0 to 10 have been carefully 
imprinted on alips of paper, black on 
one side, counted and checked. These 
slips have been rolled up and ‘tach 
put inside a gelatine capsule, with the 
black side out. 
These have been put 
in glass jars. 
The jars have 
been 
scaled and kept in a safe awaiting the 
<igy of ^rawing. 
The contents of the 
jgrs have been decanted into a large 
receptacle from which 
the capsules 
will be finally drawn by a blindfolded 
man. 
At the same time the capsules 
will be constantly stirred during the 
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drawing. 
As the num bers are drawn 
they will be handed to an announcer 
who will break the capsule and rn - 
upuncr the number drawn. To deter­ 
mine the order In which the thousands 
shall appear on the m aster list, the 
drawings of the num bers from 1 to 
T1600 will take place. The m aster list 
will then be compiled by attaching 10 
sheets of 1,000 each In the order de­ 
termined by the drawing. 
The m as­ 
ter numbers will then be sent tó ca’eh 
of the 4,567 local boards, which "/ill 
apply them to the local list and .ire- 
pare the lost of order of examination 
for the men In the group over which 
the particular board has jurisdiction.
